Gaggedl Cops banned 
from tweets’on beat

OFFICERS from Northamptonshire Police 
have been forced to close their twitter 
accounts on the recommendation of a 
Government review into their use of social 
media. 

Four users who have been tweeting about 
their day-to-day policing jobs were told to 
stop on Tuesday, one because of a tweet sent 
a year ago. 

The Force acted on information received 
from Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC), which undertook a 
review of all 45 accounts in the summer and 
highlighted ‘issues’ with some users. 

A spokeswoman from Northamptonshire 
Police would not confirm the exact reasons 
for the accounts being closed but said that it 
‘could be’ in relation to data protection, use 
of language, information sensitive to investi¬ 
gations or legal reasons. 

Two of the police officers, @PCJase733 and 
@CharlieEcho468, took to the social media 
site to announce to their ‘followers’ that they 
were being forced to close their accounts - 
and made it clear it was not their decision. 

It is thought that PC Lee Walker was also 
one of the casualties, using the name 
@PCWalker810, as his account can no longer 
be viewed. 

The Herald & Post can also reveal that some 
officers may face ‘disciplinary action’ for 
their tweets. The Force would not comment 
on individual cases but that staff would be 
‘dealt with appropriately and on an individ¬ 
ual basis’. 

‘Rudders’, aka @CharlieEcho468, 
announced on his new private account that 


the decision was made because of a tweet he 
sent ‘12 months ago’ when he was using the 
account in a personal capacity on a day out 
with his children but the HMIC inspectors 
thought it would ‘cause offence’. 

He maintained that while using his account 
for his job he had ‘always been professional, 
polite and respectful’ and the feedback he 
had received had ‘all praise for good interest¬ 
ing tweets’. 

While Jase Farquhar, a ‘24/7 Police 
Response Officer’, said: “All. I have some very 
sad news. For reasons I cannot explain I have 
to close this twitter account. This is not my 
decision. 

“Thank you all for following and being 
there both new and old followers. It’s been a 
pleasure trying to bring a true reflection of 
what I do. 

“Take care in what you do/job/passion. 
Don’t let them get you down. 733 off duty.” 

In August the Herald & Post revealed that 
an unnamed officer working in custody was 
also told to close his twitter account by 
management as his ‘boss thinks custody is 
not the place to tweet from - too live & 
personal’. 

There are around 40 twitter accounts asso¬ 
ciated with Northamptonshire Police - some 
with thousands of followers. 

Last December, a report entitled ‘Without 
Fear or Favour’ was produced by the HMIC 
which looked into use of twitter by forces 
across the country and how it should be 
monitored. 

An HMIC spokesman said: “In Without 
Fear or Favour we said that we intended to 
revisit the matters highlighted in this report. 
We are currently in the process of carrying

Adventurous Chris killed 
in Nepalese plane crash

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a victim of last week’s air 
tragedy in Nepal - which saw 
him and six other Brits tragi¬ 
cally lose their lives. 

Chris Davey, 51, from 
Moulton, was on a Sita Air 
flight which crashed by a river 
minutes after take-off from 
the capital Kathmandu’s 
airport on Friday, killing all 19 
on board. 

Mr Davey was part of a 
group heading to Lukla - the 
gateway to Mount Everest - 
due to start a trek which was 
expected to finish in a couple 
of weeks. 

Fie was club secretary of the

Nene Valley Rotary Club 
(NVRC) and worked for 
Caswell Research Centre near 
Towcester. 

Mr Davey, who was single, 
was an avid explorer and had 


already taken on the moun¬ 
tain, as well as Mount 
Kilimanjaro. 

NVRC President Alan Sutton 
said: “Fie will be greatly 
missed by all his 
colleagues at Nene Valley 
Rotary Club. The motto of 
Rotary is ‘service before self’ 
and he epitomised this in his 
attitude to the club. 

“He was involved in the 
technology tournament 
which is a project where 
young people from the 
schools in Northamptonshire 
are encouraged to spend a 
day building a project from 
scratch. 

“He was also involved in the 
lone parent holiday which is 
aimed at parents in need. 


Chris had recently become 
secretary of the club; a role 
which he was 

fulfilling with his usual enthu¬ 
siasm.” 

Neighbours described Mr 
Davey, as “polite” and “no 
trouble” and said he kept 
himself to himself. 

One resident in Tarrant Way, 
Moulton, said that he had 
only seen Mr Davey a dozen 
times over the 15 year period 
he had been there but said he 
was “very polite and friendly” 
when they had seen each 
other in the street. 

Investigations have now 
begun into the cause of the 
crash. Reports from Nepal 
have suggested pilot error 
may be to blame.

Wife ‘scared’ to go into 
house after gold theft

A FORMER Lib-Dem coun¬ 
cillor believes his home 
was targeted by burglars as 
they knew it would contain 
Asian gold. 

Sadiq Chaudhury, 40, of 
Broadmead Avenue, 
Northampton, returned to 
his property at about 2am 
on Tuesday to find around 
£20,000 worth of jewellery 
and cash had been taken. 

After finding the windows 
had been forced open and 
the front door ajar, he 
entered the house to dis¬ 
cover that his widescreen 
television and laptop had 
been destroyed and money 
and jewellery, including 
wedding rings, were gone. 

Eggs had been thrown 
around the property cover¬ 


ing the walls and pictures of 
his children. Mr Chaudhury 
said: “I do believe that the 
burglars picked my house 
as they knew it would 
contain Asian gold, and this 
is a widespread problem. 

“People know that Asian 
families will have gold jew¬ 
ellery in their homes, it’s a 
big part of our culture. 

“With the rise of places 
where gold can be sold very 
quickly with no questions 
asked, I believe that Asian 
families are being targeted. 

“Eve been left feeling vul¬ 
nerable and unsafe, my 
wife is scared to even come 
in the house, and I won’t 
have my children back here 
until the mess has been 
cleared up. More needs to 
be done to combat this 
issue.” The raid comes a 
week after Northampton¬ 


shire Police said they are 
investigating a series of 
thefts where gold jewellery 
in particular has been targeted. 

Detective Inspector 
Louise Fleckney said: “Due 
to the increase in the price 
of precious metals, gold has 
become a target for thieves 
across certain areas of the 
country. 

“In particular Asian gold is 
seen as an attractive option 
for thieves. There have been 
a number of crimes that 
have similarities and as a 
result we are investigating 
these as a linked series.” 

Officers arrested two 
people on September 21 - a 
27-year-old man and a 30- 
year-old man - on suspi¬ 
cion of burglary where gold 
jewellery was stolen, but 
both were released pending 
further enquiries.

Firm’s go-ahead to 
build on floodplain

COUNCILLORS have agreed to 
allow the building of 625 houses 
on one of the town’s floodplains. 

At a meeting of Northampton 
Borough Council’s planning com¬ 
mittee on Tuesday night mem¬ 
bers unanimously voted for the 
plan to develop land at Pineham 
North. 

The proposals, put forward by 
developer Prologis, would also 
include a new primary school, 
community hub and ‘public space’. 

In 2000, the Secretary of State 
called in the original application 
in relation to the then recently 
introduced restrictions of build¬ 
ing on greenfield sites and at a 
public inquiry the next year 
refused the application. 

Chairman of the Nene Flood 
Prevention Alliance and Lib Dem 
councillor Brendan Glynane said:

“As this is just outline planning 
permission I hope something is 
put into the design to build into 
the houses which could take 
water out of the system and leave 
the land as greenfield land as it is 
now. I do think there are further 
things that need to be done 
before work is started. I do, how¬ 
ever, always support anything 


that increases employment, new 
housing and shops in the town.” 

Environment Agency officials 
said they had put flood defences 
in place in Northamptonshire and 
Kislingbury after the floods in 
1998. 

At the same meeting, the green 
light was also given for a new 
Marks & Spencer Simply Food 
store to be created in the closed 
JJB store at Sixfields. Documents 
show that it is thought it would 
create up to 70 jobs. 

Councillor Tim Hadland, 
Cabinet member for regenera¬ 
tion, enterprise and planning 
said: “All retail applications are 
evaluated to see if there would be 
a suitable location in North¬ 
ampton town centre or in a local 
or district shopping centre. If no 
suitable location can be found 
other areas can be considered 
provided there is no adverse 
impact on the town centre.”

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Angel’ delight 

£43m council facility to give economy a major lift

THE building of a new £43 mil¬ 
lion council office in the town 
centre is expected to boost 
Northampton’s economy by 
£12m. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council’s business case - which 
will be discussed by cabinet next 
week - looks at centralising 
2,000 staff to a new facility in 
Angel Street. 

As part of the plans the council 
would look to move out of 12 of 
the existing stock of buildings in 
Northampton including John 
Dryden House, parts of the 
current County Hall, Riverside 
House and Century House. 

It is thought over the next 30 
years it would save maintenance 
costs of up to £54m. 

The authority hope to award a 
contract for the build by next 
September, with a view for 
works to start in 2014 with 
completion due for 2016. 

Cabinet member responsible for 
the project, Councillor Andrew 
Langley, said: “Put bluntly we sim¬ 
ply cannot afford to remain in our 
ageing stock of buildings. The 12 
buildings affected by this project 
cost £53,000 a week on running 
costs alone. 

“What this business case 
shows very clearly is that a new 
21st century building could be 


built on derelict land we already 
own, without putting one penny 
on council tax. 

“This would be a building 
which would reduce our total 
floor space as an organisation, 
put our staff together to help 
lead to more efficient ways of 
working whilst also drastically 
reducing our energy and main¬ 
tenance costs. 

“The business case also shows 
very clearly that such a new 
development would bring an 
extra £12m spending power into 
the town centre over the next 
decade bringing a very real and 
tangible benefit to the town and 
therefore county as a whole.” 

Leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, Cllr David 
Mackintosh said: “The 

Northampton Alive agenda 
means major new develop¬ 
ments are already beginning to 


happen in Northampton and we 
are emerging as a key regional 
business location. 

“This is one more example of 
how local agencies are working 
in a co-ordinated way to drive 
our plans forward.” 

Liberal Democrat Cllr Brendan 
Glynane added: “We are pleased 
the county council is using its 
weight to boost the town centre, 
a long-standing goal of the local 
Liberal Democrats.” 

He added: “We will examine 
the proposals in detail and push 
for any concerns such as park¬ 
ing to be dealt with effectively, 
and for a Green Travel Plan to be 
put in place to encourage envi¬ 
ronmentally friendly forms of 
transport.” 

If cabinet approve the paper¬ 
work on Tuesday the council will 
start putting together a detailed 
business case. 


Runaway teacher’s university claim dismissed 


A TEACHER who is being held on 
suspicion of child abduction 
claimed he was a graduate of the 
University of Northampton when 
trying to get bar work. 

Jeremy Forrest, who was using 
the name Jack Francis Dean, was 
handing out a fake CV in France 
when he was spotted in an 


English bar in the southwest city 
of Bordeaux. 

The 30-year-old said he 
graduated with a 2:1 degree in 
Journalism from ‘Northampton 
University’ in 2008 and had done 
work experience for magazines 
Kerrang!, NME and Rock Sound. 

Mr Forrest took a ferry to 


France with his student 15-year- 
old Megan Stammers on 
September 21. 

A University of Northampton 
spokeswoman said there was no 
record of him or his pseudonym 
ever studying there and he had 
no connection to the establish¬ 
ment that they were aware of.

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Air angels of mercy

WHEN Richard Simmonds sees 
the yellow helicopter of 
Warwickshire & Northampton¬ 
shire Air Ambulance (WNAA) 
overhead, he pauses for a 
moment to think about how 
lucky he is. 

If it was not for the lifesaving 
chopper and its crew, Richard 
would not have been able to see 
his grandchildren grow up. 

From car accidents to horse 
riding incidents, to heart attacks 
and sports injuries, the types of 
accidents the lifesaving helicop¬ 
ter attends are varied. 

WNAA’s philosophy is to attend 
any incident where the patient 
may benefit - bringing their 
excellent pre-hospital skills and 
a rapid mode of transport to ill 
and injured people across the 
counties. 

Richard is one of the many 
patients that have benefited 
from the lifesaving service. 

Just over two years ago he was 
repairing a lorry at work when 
the metal frame fell on him - 
crushing him to the ground and 
leaving him with life-threatening 
injuries. 

WNAA was called to the scene 
and he believes that it is thanks 
to them that he is still here today. 

He said: “Thanks to the treat¬ 
ment from WNAA on the scene 



of the accident, and the incredi¬ 
ble speed in which they got me 
to a hospital equipped to deal 
with my injuries, I am still here 
today. Without them I would not 
have survived and I will be forev¬ 
er in their debt.” 

Richard’s isn’t the only life that 
WNAA has saved. Since the char¬ 
ity was formed in 2003, the Air 
Ambulance has attended more 
than 13,000 lifesaving rescue 
missions - a remarkable figure 
given that the charity receives no 
Government or National Lottery 
funding, meaning that each of 
these rescues has been funded 
entirely by generous donations 


from members of the public. 
Taking on average just six 
minutes to attend an incident, 
the speed at which WNAA can 
get a casualty to the most appro¬ 
priate hospital is absolutely vital. 

WNAA paramedic, Gavin 
Alexander, said: “Transporting a 
casualty by air ambulance 
ensures that they can get the 
best possible treatment for their 
injuries and illness as soon as 
possible. 

“For example, car accidents 
can often result in serious trau¬ 
ma injuries such as internal 
bleeding and head injuries. We 
can take the casualty to the near-

est major trauma centre which 
will have specialist teams dedi¬ 
cated to treating such injuries, 
potentially making the differ¬ 
ence between life and death.” 

But it’s not only speed that 
WNAA bring to the scene of an 
accident. They also bring their 
clinical skills and expertise, 
which means that the patient 
can get the very best pre-hospi¬ 
tal treatment immediately. 

The true value of WNAA’s 
presence in the county was 
shown on September 21 when 
the service was called to a horse- 
riding accident in Long Buckby. 

A 52-year-old female had fallen 


from her horse, injuring her 
back and leg and WNAA was 
called to the scene just after 
11am. They immobilised the 
patient to prevent any further 
injury and administered pain 
relieving drugs and anti-sick¬ 
ness medication. 

The Air Ambulance doctor 
then accompanied the patient to 
University Hospitals Coventry 
and Warwickshire in a land 
ambulance. 

This isn’t the only time that 
WNAA has potentially saved a 
life in Northamptonshire this 
year. 

From lanuary to August, WNAA 
had attended 180 incidents in 
the county, and there is no doubt 
that they will continue to make 
the difference at accidents from 
Daventry to Wellingborough to 
Kettering and beyond over the 
next few months as the nights 
begin to draw in and the roads 
become more treacherous with 
the worsening weather. 

Many people don’t realise that 
all of the work that WNAA does is 
funded by donations. 

With each rescue mission 
costing approximately £1,400 
the charity is urging people to 
continue to donate to them so 
that they can keep saving lives 
across Northamptonshire over 
the coming winter months.

ADVERTS targeted at 
social media subscribers 
are being used to appeal 
for information into a 
manslaughter case. 

Northamptonshire 
Police last week said that 
the death of Joanna Smith, 
32, in a road crash on the 
A45 near Earls Barton in 
April, was caused by van¬ 
dals deliberately slashing 
one of her tyres the previ¬ 
ous night. 

Now, the force is directly 
appealing to Facebook 
users to help. It has taken 
out adverts on the site 
which are targeted at peo¬ 
ple of a certain age and 
who have said they live in 
Northamptonshire. 

The adverts will cost the 
police at most £350 and

have so far reached more 
than 69,000 people. Police 
believe young people may 
hold the key to who was 
involved in damaging the 
Irchester pharmacist’s 
tyre, which was parked 
behind her house in Wilks 
Way, Grange Park, as well 
as damage to three other 
cars the same night. 

Detectives say they have 


had a ‘fantastic’ response 
from the public. 

A police spokeswoman 
said: “Officers investigat¬ 
ing the manslaughter of 
Joanna believe that young 
people living in the 
Grange Park area may 
have information about 
who was involved in dam¬ 
aging the tyre on her car, 
and so we have placed an 
advert on Facebook. 

“When people click on 
to the advert it will take 
them through to the press 
release on our website, 
appealing for information 
from witnesses. 

“The advert has reached 
69,339 people in 
Northampton, aged 
between 13 and 50, and 
has so far cost the force 
£86. A maximum budget 
of £350 has been set aside 
for it.”

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‘Zero tolerance’ is stuff of myth and legend 


BY coincidence, your article “Zero tolerance 
pledge from Jim”, which heralds proposals to 
“instruct the Chief Constable to have his 
officers prioritise responses to, and have zero 
tolerance of, violent crime and anti social 
behaviour”, was published on the same day 
that the audience at a Police and Crime 
Commissioner election hustings in Raunds 
was informed why “zero tolerance” is an 
unworkable myth. 

“Zero tolerance” is a phrase that appeals to 
our basest instincts - it has a frontier justice 
style of appeal - however, whereas justice 
should restore harmony, zero tolerance 
smacks of revenge, which is a purely selfish 
motive. 

Zero tolerance does not permit any 
distinction between the persistent 
law-breaker and a momentary slip by the 
ordinarily law-abiding citizen with no previous 
criminal record. 

Police officers must be left with the 
discretion to deal with any situation they are 
asked to attend and to respond to the 
circumstances in a manner that is reasonable, 
proportionate, legitimate and necessary. 

This is the “use of force continuum” which is 
one of the bedrocks of police training and the 
manner in which the police interact with the 
public. 

Taking that discretion away from Police 
officers paves the way for responses that 
could subsequently be judged by a Court of 
Law to be unreasonable, disproportionate, 
non-legitimate and unnecessary. 

It is the route to erosion of public confidence 
in the Police, of the respect and trust in which 
the Police are held by the majority of society 
and to undermining the contract between the 
Police and the public which underpins policing 



by consent. In my manifesto, I propose 
extending the existing discretionary powers 
of police officers to include Restorative 
Justice approaches towards some forms of 
crime and anti-social behaviour. 

With the agreement and involvement of the 
victims, this would enable Police officers to 
confront offenders on the spot with the 


impact and consequences of their actions and 
to determine a solution. It is a “fast justice” 
approach which is reasonable, proportionate 
and legitimate. 

I am also proposing to embed Restorative 
Justice across every level of Northampton¬ 
shire’s criminal justice system and I would 
also work with the education authority to 
introduce restorative practices in schools, to 
deal with issues of bullying, intimidation, hate 
crime and other anti-social behaviour. 

My proposals will put the interests and 
opinions of the victims first, not leave them 
as a helpless spectator while the judicial 
system takes control, often at the risk of 
re-victimising the victim. 

Regrettably, Restorative Justice lacks the 
cachet that accompanies the phrase “zero 
tolerance” and guarantees a headline. 
Restorative Justice is, however, extremely 
effective! In parts of the country where, for 
the past seven years, Restorative Justice has 
been embedded into the local criminal justice 
system, reoffending rates have been cut by up 
to 97 per cent. It also saves the taxpayer 
money, with Restorative Justice costs in those 
areas costing just £168 per case compared 
with a minimum of £600 for community 
sentencing. Restorative Justice is the thinking 
person’s approach to effectively reducing 
crime and antisocial behaviour. 

Where crime harms, justice must heal. The 
public has the choice whether to support the 
concept of zero tolerance, which is an 
undeliverable pipe dream, or to back my 
proposals for a proven approach to reducing 
crime.

It just needs a bit of common sense, we are not 
clever or pompous about recycling but we have 
worked out the best way our home can cope. We 
find our biggest recycle is paper and plastic 
which we try to cut down on. 

But supermarkets need to support this and we 
try not to shop there if possible, farm shops are 
about the same price and the market is value for 
money. 

Get the children of the family involved they just 
love sorting recycling out, it can be a great game 
for them and so much better than the often total¬ 
ly confused adults.

28 staff axed as 
sport shop closed

A SPORTS chain in Northampton 
was closed this week resulting in 
the loss of almost 30 jobs. 

Administrators KPMG announ¬ 
ced on Monday that JJB Sports at 
Riverside retail park was to be one 
of 133 stores to close at the end of 
the day. 

Twenty-eight people were made 
redundant, with one person being 
kept on to assist the administra¬ 
tors. The store at Sixfields closed 
earlier in the year. 

Following their appointment, 
the administrators completed an 
agreement to sell part of the busi¬ 
ness to Sports Direct 
International. 

Sports Direct has acquired 20 of 
JJB’s stores, the brand and web¬ 
site, securing around 550 jobs in 
the UK (including the staff at the 
company’s warehouse). 

Richard Fleming, UK head of 



restructuring at KPMG, said: 
“Successive attempts to restruc¬ 
ture the business, both financially 
and operationally, have not been 
enough to prevent the company 
falling into administration. 
Unfortunately a buyer could only 
be found for 20 stores on a going 
concern basis. 

“All staff made redundant as a 
result of store closures have had 
their arrears of wages and holiday

Meanwhile, de Lange has been given 
a one-year contract after impressing 
for the Steelbacks in both of the 
one-day competitions during the 2012 
season. 

The South African slow left armer 
was the leading wicket taker in the 
Clydesdale Bank 40 with 12 victims at 
an average of 15.60. He also took 
eight wickets at an average of 18.80 
in the Friends Life t20. 

Head Coach David Ripley said of the 
pair: “Con’s one-day form was very 
consistent and his professionalism 
around the squad is a valuable asset 
to us. 

“David took his opportunity when it 
was presented to him earlier this 
season.

Doran Jones hails 
codebreak heroes

PAUL Doran Jones has hailed the 
efforts of Northampton Saints’ secret 
team of codebreakers that he believes 
have helped the pack maintain the 
edge on their Aviva Premiership 
rivals. 

These days, every top flight club has 
its own department of analysts who 
trawl through hours of video footage in 
darkened rooms. 

They are trying to pinpoint any weak¬ 
nesses in opponents which they can 
exploit, and find areas for improve¬ 
ment. 

Their role in the intricate workings of 
a professional sports team is perhaps 
slightly unglamorous, but it is a vital 
function nonetheless. 

With Northampton’s forwards once 
again dominating their opponents, 
prop Doran Jones is in little doubt that 
at least part of that success is down to 
them. 

“We’re always looking for an edge, 
doing our analysis on different teams 
and tailoring what we do on the week¬ 
end to fit the opposition,” he explains. 
“Guys are working non-stop with the 
cameras and calls - it’s like Alan Turing 
back there because they’re trying to 
break everything down. 

“It’s a science, in a way, and a lot of 
what the guys do behind the scenes is 
unseen. But they do an awful lot of work 
to prepare us for the weekend and that 
probably gives us a little bit of an edge.” 

Few teams have been able to crack 
the enigma of the Saints pack’s strength 
in recent seasons. Of course, there is no 
substitute for good old fashioned hard 
graft on the training ground either, 
where forwards coach Dorian West 
barks the orders and relentlessly drills 
his troops. 

But Doran Jones also feels that the

saying: “There are always different 
interpretations of things and what’s 
good here is that we’ve got quite a play¬ 
er-led culture where we can bounce 
ideas back off other lads. That only 
helps us improve and it’s definitely a 
case of trying out different things. 
Sometimes it works, sometimes it 
doesn’t, but we’re always trying to find 
something slightly different and new.” 

In terms of strength in depth, this is 
arguably the strongest squad 
Northampton have had for a number of 
years, and that competition is no differ¬ 
ent in the front row where Doran Jones 
is having to fight with South African 
powerhouse Brian Mujati for the num¬ 
ber three shirt. 

But with Mujati struggling due to 
injury in recent weeks, the 27-year-old 
has been trying to make the most of the 
opportunity, playing the full 80 min¬ 
utes against Worcester Warriors and 
again starting last Friday as 
Northampton defeated London Wasps 
24-6 at Franklin’s Gardens. 

That saw them make it five wins from 
five and go two points clear of defend¬ 
ing champions Harlequins at the top of 
the table. However, Doran Jones knows 
that they cannot get complacent when 
they face struggling London Irish at the 
Madejski Stadium on Saturday after¬ 
noon. 

He said: “They’ve been on the back 
end of a couple of tight results and 
maybe a few decisions haven’t gone 
their way, but they won’t be too 
despondent. We were in that position 
last year and we know how hard we 
were working. We definitely can’t take 
them lightly and we’ve got to make sure 
that we quash that desperation early 
on. 

“It’s going to start from the front row 
all the way back. We’ve got to make sure 
that we do our jobs. There are always 
things that you can slip up on so we’ve 
got to make sure that we don’t take any¬ 
thing for granted and make sure our 
performance is up there."” 


Soane: Don’t be complacent

SOANE Tonga’uiha is naturally thrilled with 
current life at Northampton but is avoiding 
complacency in the run-up to their next Aviva 
Premiership showdown away to London Irish on 
Saturday. 

The giant Tongan, currently in his sixth season 
with Saints, has been a regular fixture at prop 
for the league leaders this campaign and hopes 
the side can maintain their impressive start. 

“I’m enjoying playing at the Saints, things are 
going well and we have had a great start. We 
have five wins from our five games so we 
cannot complain about that. I just hope we can 
carry it on,” he said. 

Despite London Irish’s poor early league form, 
Tonga’uiha and Saints are wary of the threat 
they pose to their 100 per cent record and 
know it will be a tough encounter at the 
Madejski Stadium. 

“They have got a lot of great individuals in 


their team,” the 30-year-old said. “They have 
the likes of [Sailosi] Tagicakibau, [Topsy] Ojo and 
[Jonathan] Joseph so if you give them a chance 
to get their tails up, it will be hard work. 

“We need to go down there and have the 
mentality of winning the game, putting them 
under pressure and not being complacent. If we 
can do that then we will come up with another 
win but it is not going to be easy. 

“I don’t think the results from the first five 
games demonstrate what type of team they 
are and they’ve been unlucky on a couple of 
occasions to have not turned a loss into a 
victory.” 

Northampton have a tremendous recent 
record at the Madejski with three wins on their 
last three outings, and a late Ben Nutley try 
secured a 30-23 victory for Saints’ in their last 
league visit in February. 

If the in-form visitors can buck the trend with 
a similar outcome on Saturday, they will head 


into the Aviva Premiership layoff, due to the 
Heineken Cup starting next weekend, on a high. 

With involvement in three competitions this 
campaign, Tonga’uiha knows that rivalry for 
playing time will be fierce and is happy to fight 
for his place. 

He said: “It helps to have options as the 
Premiership is a long season and with the LV= 
and the Heineken Cups it makes it longer. You 
can’t be starting every game and obviously it’s 
a sign of how good the squad is if someone 
slots in and nothing changes. 

“I’ve got Alex Waller snapping at my heels and 
he’s been keeping me on my toes for the last 
two years. I’ve always said he’s got a great 
future ahead of him, he’s only 22. 

“We’re working together but he takes his 
chances when they come to him. If he was to 
slot in nothing would change. He knows what’s 
required of him and that’s a sign of a good 
squad. Hopefully that will bring success.”

AS SPECTACLES go, it was almost 
more entertaining than the game 
itself. 

Gillingham manager Martin Allen 
could barely keep still on the side¬ 
lines, seemingly kicking every ball 
from the touchline as his side beat 
Northampton Town 2-1 on Tuesday 
evening. 

The same could not be said for 
home boss Aidy Boothroyd. 

While the maverick known as 
“Mad Dog” and sidekick John 
Schofield - dressed like a PE 
teacher in his shorts, white polo 
neck shirt and carrying a clipboard 
- barked instructions and gesticu¬ 
lated wildly for the 90 minutes, 
Cobblers chief Boothroyd, for the 
most part, maintained a stony- 
faced disposition. 

Given that he was infuriated by 
his team’s defending in the loss, 
which saw Deon Burton put the 
League Two leaders ahead after 
latching on to Stuart Nelson’s goal 


kick on the stroke of half time 
before Jack Payne added a second 
ten minutes after play had 
resumed, it was not surprising. 

The first goal was particularly 
galling as Chris Hackett had only 
hit the bar for Northampton 
moments earlier. Indeed, 
Boothroyd was clearly angry with 
what had transpired. 

“I thought it was a game we threw 
away,” was his blunt assessment in 
the immediate aftermath. “You cre¬ 
ate chances, you hit the bar, you 
put them on the back foot, you’re 
against the wind in the first half, 
and then one punt down the mid¬ 
dle of the pitch, the centre halves 
misjudge it - one goes for it and 
misses it, the other gets done - and 
it’s a simple goal. 

“You see that at a park on a 
Sunday, you don’t see it in profes¬ 
sional football - which is difficult 
for me to understand because the 
pair of them have been absolutely 
outstanding. But these things hap¬ 
pen and you have to bounce back, 
but I didn’t think we did. 

“It was very disappointing, very 
average and although I don’t get 


too upset too often I’m very irritat¬ 
ed by that.” 

Neither would he make any 
excuses, including Northampton 
losing Luke Guttridge after just 
nine minutes due to injury and 
possibly joining fellow central mid¬ 
fielder Ben Harding for a spell on 
the sidelines. Although the manag¬ 
er did reveal he expects to have 
someone in on loan before the 
weekend. 

Adebayo Akinfenwa pulled one 
back for the hosts in the 82nd 
minute, while Gillingham also had 
Charlie Allen sent off in added time 
after collecting two bookings for 
reckless tackles. 

It is not known whether or not the 
son of the manager was promptly 
sent to bed early without any din¬ 
ner and made to think about what 
he had done. 

Boothroyd’s priority now is put¬ 
ting things right for Saturday’s trip 
to Bristol Rovers and while he 
admits his side are still very much a 
work in progress, he does not see 
any reason why they could not be 
competing with the League Two 
front runners. 


He said: “We’ve seen what the top 
of the league looks like and it didn’t 
frighten me. 

“It shouldn’t frighten anyone else 
and that’s what we should aspire to 
be. Every single season, we want to 
be successful and we want to do 
well. 

“These things happen, but you 
don’t cry about it; you get annoyed, 
but in the cold light of day I’ll sit 
down, we’ll regroup and we’ll get a 
positive result against Bristol 
Rovers. 

“These things happen and we 
have to learn from them, and it’s an 
easy thing to say for a coach or a 
manager but we have to. We’re not 
a team that is the finished article, 
we’re a team that is growing and 
getting better, and we’re a team 
that is going to take blows like 
injury and suspensions, and it is 
going to hurt us. 

“But that’s life and you have to 
ride those punches, and that’s why 
we’ve got what we have got. We’ll 
get on with it and we’ll learn the 
lesson from this because it is one of 
those things that you have to take 
positives from.”

GRAND National-winning jockey Daryl 
Jacob is backing the Ben Case team at 
Wardington Gate Farm this winter and 
the partnership will be hoping for 
success with Thoresby at Towcester 
next Wednesday when the action gets 
under way at 2.20pm. 

Jacob, who rode Neptune Collonges 
for Paul Nicholls to success at Aintree 
in April, is a regular visitor to the Case 
yard, schooling many of the near-30 
strong team as well as race-riding, and 
it is a link he is keen to further cement. 

The consistent Thoresby will try to 
register a first racecourse success at 
the 17th attempt when he tackles a 
3m chase, the sixth race on the 
Towcester card. Despite his frustrating 
winning omission, the six year-old has 
finished in the first four in 11 of his 16 
runs and is rarely far away. 

Thoresby was last seen when fourth 
to Cecil Parsley at Towcester in April 
and Case said: “He deserves to win a 
race, and I think he will do in the not 
too distant future. He has been fit and 
ready for a while and I expect him to 
go very close at Towcester.” 

Jacob, who rode a double at Newton 
Abbot on Monday, enjoyed successes 
on Case runners such as 
Handtheprizeover, Tribal Dance and 
current stable star Tempest River last 
season. 

He remarked: “Ben has a lovely bunch 
of horses here and I try to get here 
every two weeks or so to ride and 
school some of them, usually when I 
am racing in the area. 

“Apart from my job with Paul Nicholls 
I also ride for other yards such as Nick 
Mitchell and Robert Walford.” 

Jacob was joined at Sunday’s yard 
open day by fellow jockey Killian 
Moore who was successful on Phare 
Isle at Towcester in May, the type of 
success the local team are keen on.

AS HE emerged from the tunnel 
clutching the Man of the Match 
champagne for the post-match 
press conference, Ben Tozer 
admitted he would not be drink¬ 
ing it. 

Firstly, because he doesn’t like it 
anyway, and secondly because the 
award was pretty meaningless for 
him after Northampton Town had 
lost to Gillingham. 

“It feels like it doesn’t mean any¬ 
thing at all, and the result is much 
more important than individual 
accolades, obviously,” said the mid¬ 
fielder in the wake of the 2-1 home 
defeat against the League Two lead¬ 
ers on Tuesday 

“It’s just so frustrating and we’ve 
got to bounce back from it on 
Saturday It’s difficult to be upbeat 
about it now” 

The manner of the loss was par¬ 
ticularly galling for both the 
Cobblers players and manager Aidy 
Boothroyd. 

Deon Burton had put Gillingham 
in front at Sixfields on the stroke of 
half time after catching the hosts 
unawares following a long goal kick 
forward from Stuart Nelson. Then 
the 35-year-old went from scorer to 
provider after playing in Jack Payne 
in the 55th minute. 

Adebayo Akinfenwa did pull one 
back for Northampton late on, 
heading home from one of Tozer’s 
trademark long throws. But while 
no equaliser was forthcoming, the 


22-year-old did not feel the gulf 
between the home side - now 13th 
in League Two and 12 points 
behind the Gills - was that vast. 

He said: “I didn’t think they were 
that good, to be honest. I don’t 
know how they’ve played in the 
other games, but if that’s top of the 
league then why can’t we be top? It 
is inconsistency and sloppy goals 
that stops us, I suppose. 

“We’ve got to bounce back and 
I’m sure we will; we’ve got good 
character, very good team spirit 
this year. We will bounce back from 
this, without a doubt, and I’m not 
just saying that to try and pick peo¬ 
ple up -1 truly believe we will.” 

Bristol Rovers, who were way 
down in 22nd ahead of their home 
game with Cheltenham Town last 
night, provide the opposition for 
Northampton on Saturday at the 
Memorial Stadium. 

After now assisting three goals so 
far this season with his throws, 
Tozer is hoping he can also get on 
the score sheet. However, the prior¬ 
ity is getting back to winning ways 
against Mark McGhee’s men. 

“I don’t think they’ve had a very 
good start to the season. The man¬ 
ager is under pressure and we can 
go there and get a result and put 
more pressure on them,” said Tozer. 

“More important for us is getting 
those three points, and build on 
that for the next league game. We 
need to start with a clean sheet and 
then win the game.” 

And possibly even your first goal 
of the season, Ben? “Definitely,” he 
replied. “If not, another assist.”
